Lesson Plan 


Your plan needs adjusting. The sub-aim is too vague (4a), and the anticipated problems include only one vocabulary-related problem (4j). In terms of the procedures, some stages feature a time 
frame and some don’t (4e). Remember the timing must be precisely set, not in bands. Do not forget to source all materials used in the lesson (4d). 


Trainer’s Overall Comments 

The context of the lesson was not clear to Ss (2c), who had to answer open questions about relatives in 1 minute. This is the stage you engage Ss and could make it more student-centered, asking 
them to talk to mates and later report to you (5c). Besides, you will need to be more attentive to the physical distribution of Ss around the classroom (5a), as there were gaps between them. There 
was a good connection between this short lead-in and the pictures you had to convey meaning, although the pictures themselves were faint (Se), which made it difficult to see. The problem was, as 
you started the clarification of language, there was almost no elicitation (2e): you used the pictures to tell a short story but did not give Ss the chance to come up with the target language. This made 
the meanings unclear, and Ss seemed to have some trouble understanding the TL, as two of them were trying to validate their understanding with colleagues (happily in L2). The controlled practice 
task was a matching exercise, which could have worked as an eliciting task, but not as a practice one, as it required Ss to match significant and significance (2g). The semi-controlled practice task was, 
in fact, very controlled (2g). The freer task was poorly instructed, and Ss did not know much what to do (5f). Besides, As it was a large group activity, most Ss were assigned no role. There was almost 
no evidence of the use of the TL here. There was no final correction slot, although there was time for it (2b/5h). 

Be careful not to check instructions though the use of very basic questions, or those starting, ‘Did | say ...?’ (Sf). You looked more assertive today, although the pace of your lesson is still a bit slow, 
which causes breaks to the flow of the lesson (5i). You will want to humanize the lesson a bit. Two things that can help are: 1. maintaining eye-contact with Ss as you give instructions or give them 
feedback on tasks; 2. sharing personal information as means to give feedback on tasks and show you are aware of their needs/interests. Finally, you will need to be more aware of the language 
models you give Ss (2d). Some language slips like ‘the boy take after’, and ‘Lucas are asking a question’ were noted by Ss.
